SAVANNAH, Ga, Feb. 27 —Last nigl 


was the most exciting night in the his 
tory of Savannah. For live hours th 
city trembled on the verge of religiou 
riots. The entire white militan fore 
of the city, except the artillery, was on 
duty. A mob estimated at from 3.00 
to 5.000, the greater part being Catho 
lies, challenged, their forbearance ti 
the extreme. 
Bayonet charges were 


made several times to clear the streets 
but the mob stubbornly refused to re 
tire. For three days it has been 
parent that grave trouble was brewing 
Tbe city had been liberally placarded 
with notices that ex-Priest Slattery anc 
bis wife, described as an ex-nun, would 
ecturo here on Catholicism. Member; 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians al 
once took stepi to prevent their ap- 
learance here. Petitions were circu- 
ited asking Mayor Meyers to refuse 
to permit the ex-priest to hold the loo- 
.ure. About 500 signed the petition. 


The mayor said he had no right to 


prevent Iree speech and recommended 
those oppised to Slattery to sta y away 
from the lecture. The committee said 
they would try to prevent trouble, but 
they failed to do so. 


All day there were mnrmurings and 


threatenings and by 8 o'clock a howl- 
ing mob of over 1,000 surrounded the 
hall. In the hall was aa audience of 
about 400, including a number of wo- 
men. The lecturer had hardly begun 
before brickbats and cobble stones be- 
gan to rain on the windows 
The mob 


made an effort to secure entrance, but 
were driren back by th« police. 


Before 9 o'clock the mob had grown 


to probably between 3.000 and 4000 
people. After the windows in the Ma- 
souic temple were crushed, cries of 
"kill him,', ' down with 
Slattery," 


"death to the renegade," were heard. 


The lecture closed at 9:30 o'clock 


and it was apparent that it meant the 
loss of many lives for the lecturer and 
audience to leave the hall. As the ex- 
priest waq about to leave tbe, hall with 
bis friends, the chief of police stopped 
them and refused to allow anyone to 
go down stairs. Outside the mob hissed 
the police and hooted at their orders to 
disperse. ''Bring on your military," 
some of the leaders shouted. "To h— 
with the -"-"^ they can't save Slattery." 


Soon, all the military in the city, 


eleven companies in all, were at tbe 
scene, 
J. 
H. Dillon, a prominent 


Catholic, attempted to act as peace- 
maker, and Vicar 
General Caffsrty 


addressed the mob, begging them to 
desist. A lew left, but the majority re- 
mained. 


Under the escqrt of the military and 


amidst the jeers of the crowd, who 
continually attempted to get at him, 
flattery was finally escorted to his 
hotel. 


At noon today the board of mana- 


gers of the Young Men's Hebrew asso- 
ciation which has the lease of the hall 
n Masonic temple adopted resolutions 
cancelling the contract for the hall 
with Slattery, the ex-priest. The reso- 
ution states that the action was taken 
as Slattery's language is calculated to 
incite to riot, endangering the lives and 
property of the citizens of Savannah. 
There has been renewed trouble this 
morning. 


About 11 o'clock this morning four 


three story buildings at Farm and Mar- 
geret streets were blown up. The ex 
nlosion 
wrecked 
them completely. 


Efforts are making by some persons to 
connect this with the riot of last night, 
aut there is no evidence thus far to sus- 
tain this 


The riot is the only topic of conver- 


sation here. Feeling runs high and 
Slattery has received assurances from 
many sources that he shall be protected 
at his lecture tonight by citizens, re- 
gardless of police or military. Savan- 
nah's good name is held to be at stake, 
and many citizens express a determina- 
tion that it shall not be, said that Iree- 
dom of speeeh is suppressed here. Slab- 
tery has made formal applications for 
permits for his wife to lecture this 
afternoon and for himself to lecture to- 
night. Mayor Myers will grant them. 
He ban been urged'instead of using the 
military in the event of further trouble 
to call out the fire department and 
pour streams of water on the rioters. 
Thin, probably, will be adopted. 


A large number of the lower class of 


Catholics are intensely bitter in their 
feeling against Slattery and threaten to 
attempt to mob him again tonight, but 
they are frowned down by othars of 
their faith who thoroughly condemn 
last bight's proceedings. 
The priests 


Are denouncing the rioters as having 


light disgrace on their church, and 


the combined influence may keep them 
away from the Masonic hall tonight. It 
came out this morning that one or two 
small pieces of dynamite or some other 
high explosive was among the things 
thrown at the ball. One exploded and 
shattered tiro or three frames of glass. 
Guards were kept at the armories all 
last night. 


It is stated that members of the A. 


P. A. have a strotg body organized to 
come here an take advantage of the ex- 
cited state of the public mind. Unsuc- 
cessful efforts were made today to burn 
the Masonic temple. Police were kept 
about it all night, The police have a 
large lUt of the names of tbe leaders ol 
the rioters and they will be arrested M 
rapidly ai possible. One ol the leaders 
in police aurt thu morning insulted 


and defied the recorder and was sent 
to mil for thirty days for contempt.

son street 


In the building were the Kaestnei 


Knitting works, the Pioneer Papeo 
company and the Bach & Hertz Feath 
er company. The building was crowd 
ed with men and women employee 
and the rapid spread of the flames re- 
sulted in a panic in which heavy loss 
of life was narrowly averted. 
Aboul 


one hundred women and girls, in addi- 
tion to a large number of men and 
boys, were at work, and in the stam- 
pede many were knocked down and 
badly bruised. 
A large number of the 


women were rescued by the firemen 
and it was thought that no one had 
been killed. 


The burning buildings stood in the 


very center of the factory district, 
lanked on either side by big manufac- 
tories and soon the efforts of the fire- 
men were directed entirely to fighting 
the spread of tbe flames. Despite tbe 
effoi ti of the firemen the dunes spread 
to the south portion of the Crane Eleva- 
tor works, which adjoined the Kncstuer 
building on the north. 
A brisk wind 


aimed the fire and the loss to the ele- 
ator company was heavy.

The New Hbcl law. 


The chief provision of the libel bill, 


which has passed both branches of the 
legislature and only waits the signature 
of the governor to become a law, is that 
the aggrieved party can only recover 
for actual damage sustained and estab- 
lished before the court. It requires 
that before any suit shall be brought 
for libel, the aggrieved party shall at 
least three days before filing the com- 
plaint, serve notice upon the publisher, 
specifying the article, and if it shall 
sppear that the article was printed in 
i»ood faith and that its falsity was due 
to mistake or misapprehension, and a 
full and fair retraction made, then the 
plaintiff shall recover only actual dam- 
ages suffered in respect to his character 
property, business, trade, profession or 
occupation and no other damages what 
ever. The bill is made so &> not to ap- 
ply to libel against candidates for pub- 
lic office, providing the retraction is 
made at least three, days before the

election. The bill provides a punish- 
ment for publishing a libel, both fine 
and imprisonment. It will supersede 
the Grubbs libel law. 


The Uw has not only been enacted in 


two of our leading states of the west, 
but it is now agitated in every state of 
the union, and there ia little doubt but 
that it will speedily become the univer- 
sal law of the only country of the world 
that has an absolutely free press. It 
offers no privileges to those who prosti- 
tute the powers of the press to licen- 
tiousness. 
It in the performance of the 


duty of a journalist any erroneous 
statement is published, the person or 
persons aggrieved shall expose the fal- 
sity of it to the publisher, and if the 
publication shall have been made in 
good faith, and shall with equal good 
faith be corrected, there can be no 
cause for action against the publisher 
unless the plaintiff has Buffered actual 
loss in his business, his credit or other- 
wise, which loss must be pleaded and 
proved. 


It is entirely just that if a newspaper 


shall wrong any citizen by an erron- 
eous publication, or by a publication 
that is not regarded by the law as 
proper for public information, 
full 


restitution should be made to him, but 
it is not just that errors committed in 
good faith in the line of journalism, 
which can be promptly corrected and 
the correction made as conspicuous as 
the charge, should be treated by the 
law as a case for punitive damages in 
accordance with the antiquated laws 
enacted when a free press was un- 
known in the world's progress. 
The 


restraint of such a law upon licentious 
newspapers would be just as efleotive 
as are the laws of today, but it would 
end the vocation of those who take ad- 
vantage of the present libel laws to 
oppress newspapers with 
snormons 


costs, even when there is no possibility 
of obtaining verdicts against them. 


Protein aad Carbohydrates. 


Wo aie glad that the United States 


government itself has at last taken them 
in band in fanners' bulletin No. 23, 
and informed common people just what 
they are. Wo have had those words un- 
dor onr oycs so innoh in descriptions of 
cookery and scientific oow feed that wo 
are tired of seeing them around. Farm- 
ers' bulletin 23 relieves onr minds. It 
is called "Foods, Huteitive Value and 
Costs" and was written by Professor W, 
0. Atwater. 


In brief, protein is that part of onr 


daily food which contains compounds 
of nitrogen. The albumen and gelatin 
of the animal body maybe named as ni- 
trogenous compounds. Tho idea of the 
professors seems to be that the best kind 
of food is that which contains the ele- 
ments of the htimau body in a propor- 
tion nearest to that in -whioh.they exist 
in tho human body. 


Tho "carbohydrates" nre those ele- 


ments of foods which contain carbon 
nud hydrogen. Siuco coal is mostly car- 


bon, 
tho foods that contain the most 


carbohydrates are naturally most heat- 
ing in their nature. Tho carbohydrates 
are composed largely of starch and sug- 
ar, and ohemicajly starch and sngar 
are very nmch rilike. Besides protein 
and carbohydrates, food contains fats 
aiid water. All these elements are'need- 
ed. The proteins or nitrogenous com- 
pounds build muscle more than other 
foods. Fat is simply fat and reproduces 
itself in the body when it is eaten, un- 
less it is too strong to digest, then it 
makes the person who swallowed it wish 
ho hadn't The carbohydrates are trans- 
formed into fats. The fats serve as fuel 
to keep us warm and give ns energy. 
That is why ths scientific .Eskimo en- 
joys above all things a diet of tallow 
candle—because it keeps him warm. 


In a general way vegetable foods, es- 


cept potatoes and turnips, contain more 
nutriments than animal foods- 
On the 


other hand, however, animal foods, 
milk, flesh, eggs, eta, aro moro easily 
digested than vegetable. Thegroatfanlt 
with tho American diet is, first, that we 
eat too much. We Itnew that hgfore 
Professor Atwater told ns, hut it does 
no harm to be reminded of it afcesh. 
Another fault is that we eat far too 
much fat and starch and sugar and too 
little protein. Milkj cheese, fish, eggs, 
lean meat 'and peas nnd' beans contain 
protein, while wheat, corn and the po- 
tatoes we devour by the peck contain 
large quantities of starch. Sngar wo 
Americans 
consume 
in 
inordinate 


amounts.

How a Band of Clievcnnes Was Followed 


to tho Death. 


Wo had no bloodhounds with us aa the 


command marched out of post to pick up 
anfl follow tho trail of the Indians who 
lind beon heart! of on tho oast bank of Sil- 
ver creek, hut wo had something bettor— 
two Sioux trailers. They were young war- 
riors who had given their allegiance' to 
the government and entered into Its serv- 
ice. • Neither was over 25 years of ago, but 
their experience In woodcraft dated buck 
to tho hour thoy could .stop nlono. Wo 
woro after Clieyennes, their traditional 
enemies, nud they entered upon tho quest 
like hungry \volvcs. 


No whito innn could have found tho 


camp of tho marauders, every trace of 
which had been obliterated to all eyes save 
those of other Indians. Our trailers ran 
up and dowli tho bank for a mile or so". 
They scrutinized tlia bladea of grass, the 
loaves, tho twigs and bushes. Burled doop 
undor the leaves, which scorned to havo 
been heaped up by tho wind, thoy touiid 
tho'nshosof n ca'mpflro nnd a few-bones. 
They sifted tho ashes back ond forth in 
their handsj, mashed the hones on a rock 
and then reported that tho camp was flvn 
days old. There had been from 15 to 20 
Indians camped tbero, and all wero on 
foot. It was a war party, and In breaking 
camp overy effort had beon made to blind 
the trail. In an hour, after circling about 
lllco dogs, out scouts found it. A broken 
stick, n stone- overturned, tho faint im* 
press of a moccasin on tho soft soil, were 
tho Hnoa they read oufrof nature's book: 
Having once got the direction, they mado 
a rido of ten miles boforo looking for 
further signs. At o spot which they point- 
ed out whilo yet a milo away they picked 
up the trail again. From this point on 
there was no attempt to hide it. 


The hosfrilcs were oufc after stragglers 


and moved slowly. In ono day's rido we 
mado the same distance they had in three. 
By noon of tho second day wo wero .on n 
warm trail. Tho trail had led for 40 miles 
over barren plain, through valleys and 
across thickets and hills as tho warriors 
dodged and skulked and twisted about, 
but only once was it lost for an hour. At 
sunset tho traces wero so fresh that tho 
trailers said the war party was not over 
ton miles ahead. Wti halted and went into 
camp, and oven in tho darkness tho scouts 
felt their way for another milo.

seemed to be lost. California Joe and 
partner gol. down and trarclicd for half on 
hour and gnvu It up. Then tho blood- 
hounds of .Sioux took hold, and in five 
minutes they picked up two or three leavos 
which had been crushed by moccosinec 
feet—a bit of rook broken off tho edge o! 
a (Int fitonu, a stunted bush againstwblch 
somebody had brushed and tangled the 
limbs. They did not follow tho trail bo 
yond tho rocky ground.

climbed a tree to note tho surroundings, 
and when he descended ho pointed to a 
spot five miles away and enidwowouk 
find tho Choyonnos there. Intuition tol< 
Jiim so. It was tho spot which he, himsell 
an Indian, would have selected. 


Wo turned square to tbo cast anil rodi 


for three milos and then bent to tho north 
Wo had cover to within a quarter of a mll( 
of t!jo camp. As wo itindo our lost hall 
tho trailers crept forward and reported thi 
Chcyonncs just arousing themselves am 
replenishing tho camuflre. 
When nil wa 


ready, the bugler sounded tho charge, ov 
ery trooper uttered lijs warwhoop, and wo 
wore almost into camp before tho amazot 
Indiana Imd nindo a move. Wo Wow 
among and over tbem llko on avalanche 
and only 3 out of tbo 10 made any shov 
of resistance, 


It was over in five minutes, not a 


trooper or a horso oven slightly wounded 
rohllo nine ojt the uaiiited flontU loj.deot 


on tho earth, and' tho others' wero'Dylnj 
in terror up tho hillside thick'with under 
growth and cumbered with huge bowlder 
and masses of. rock. Nineteen rifles and 
the camp outfit fell into our hands. Th 
rifles were to bo turned over to the gov 
eminent and tho outfit burned. The trail 
ors did not go unrewarded, however. A
